This 1992 wood commemorates the First British 

and World Marbles Championship held April 17 

in Great Britain at The Greyhound Pub in Tinsley 

Green. The contest was between England, the 

wf United States and France. The Tinsley Green Pub 

continues to host the event each year, with last 

year’s held April 4th and bragging the English Marble contests have been held there since 

1932, and follows the tradition of the game dating back to the 16th century when it was 
held on Good Friday on Sussex Street. 


The tournament dates back over four centuries to 
1588 during the reign of Elizabeth |, when marbles 
were chosen to be the deciding game of a legendary 
sporting encounter between two young suitors, Giles 
and Hodge, over the hand of a Tinsley Green milk 
maiden. Every popular sport of the day were 
contested in an Olympic style contest lasting one 
week. Hodge had been victorious at single-stick, 
back-sword, quarter-staff, cudgel-play wrestling and 
cock throwing, while Giles was successful in winning & 
the archery, cricket-a-wicket, tilting at quintain 
(jousting targets), Turk’s head, stoolball and tipcat. 3 
Good Friday was the date chosen for the final and 
marbles chosen by the girl to be the deciding game, 
and Giles defeated Hodge.

Aseries of woods issued by businesses in Ketchikan, and obviously issued as a promo- 
tion under the umbrella of the Ketchikan Chamber of Commerce, appeared in Ketchikan 
in the ‘late spring—early summer’ of 1988. 


All of the thirteen different woods have the identical obverse design, so obviously are 
part of the same promotion. The thirteen reverse individual designs that are known are 
shown, along with the example of the obverse design. Interestingly, we are beholden to 
the Nancy’s Ketchikan Jeweller’s wood for the date / time of issue, as it is the only one 
showing a date. 


The Ketchikan Chamber of Commerce (KCoC) was contacted for 
further details, such as; how many woods were made for each 
business, how were they distributed, were there more businesses 
involved, etc. ... but these details have been “lost in the mist of 
time” and thus were not available. However, Julie Isom, the new 
Executive Director of the KCoC, did tell me that only one of these 
businesses is still in business today (Tongass Trading). My Thanks 
to Julie for her help and cooperation!!

More Ketchikan (Editor's Notes) 


First off, | would like to thank David “Rusty” Phillips for his wonderful Alaskan articles. | looked forward to receiving them. 
This last one, he apologized in his email “Please find attached two pages of a possible article on Ketchikan, Ak., 
woods. Not the most “wonderful” article | have ever written, but this was all the information | was able to obtain.... Use it if 
you wish, or whatever.....” | don’t think Rusty realized how much that little bit of information meant to somebody like me. It 
led me on a path to learn more, always a gift welcomed. Force me to learn more, and | am always grateful. | located an 
article from the Ketchikan Daily News A Division Of Pioneer Printing Co. Inc. dated 08/29/2009 and titled “Welcome 
comeback.” Here’s what it says (note the wood images were not in the article but added by your Editor): 


We welcome all of the “new store” beginning to show up in The Plaza mall. The mall has been a fairly quiet place much of 
the time in recent years—library-quiet some days. Other days—often around Christmas—activity picked up with special 
events. The community's kids welcomed Santa Claus, entertainers ran through their renditions of carols, The Salvation 
Army bell-ringers chimed in and the bazaar-atmosphere took over on weekends when craftsmen set up tables in the 
hallways to sell their wares. The Christmas activity brings back the day in 1985 when the mall opened as Plaza Port West 
and a full weekend of celebrating commenced. Twenty-five businesses filled, or were within mere weeks of filling, the mall 
on Saturday, May 18, 1985, the official grand opening following a Friday night gala featuring tuxedos and cocktail dresses. 


Port West stood for Paul Wingren, the local supermarket owner who sold to Sitka grocer Lloyd Hames and 

family. Hames, who had married into the grocery business in 1949, told this newspaper nearly 25 years 

ago that the mall was the result of a 4-in-the-morning whim in 1977. Twenty contractors built the $10.5 

million mall. Local contractors and suppliers included Ketchikan Northern Sales, Ketchikan Ready Mix, 

Pool Engineering, Ren Enterprises, and Wyman Construction Co. The mall opening was as momentous an 

occasion as when the city welcomed its first stoplight at the corner of Dock and Mission streets. The mall 

gave Ketchikan not only a mall, but its first escalators. The grand opening featured former Governor Frank 

Murkowski, a U.S. Senator at the time, as the guest speaker. Jack Shay emceed the event. Miss Alaska, football player Jim 
Zorn and soap-opera star Jacklyn Zeman (Bobbie Spencer on General Hospital) all attended and signed autographs. As did 
Woodsy Owl, Smokey Bear, and McDonald’s Hamburglar. About 12 bans and singing groups performed throughout the 
weekend. The mall eventually became the property of three pension funds in the state and the Alaska Permanent Fund, 
from which current owner Rob Hill, a Seattle real estate developer, purchase it Jan. 2. 


Since then, activity at the mall has been steadily increasing. It began with the occupants getting to know the new owner 
whose intent is to fill all of the mall spaces, and gradually he has been doing that, announcing this week that the entire 
lower level of the two-floor mall has been rented. Remodeling is occurring to accommodate the businesses. Some remodel- 
ing also is taking place on the second floor, where additional businesses will be joining some already there. The mall also 
has seen a new paint scheme on the exterior, removal of speed bumps and repaving in the parking lot, and enhanced 
signage. Interior color schemes also are expected to be updated. Some of the businesses moving into the mall to join 
existing ones are Teez N Thingz, Jack’s Alley, Frontier Shipping & Copyworks, Ketchikan Lock and Key, and Ketchikan Public 
Utilities. Years ago some of the familiar retail names were Ken's Naturalizers, Nancy’s, Stenfjord Plaza Drug, The Ark, The 
Closet, Togs’n’Toys, and Trustworthy Home Center. Newtown Liquor Store, McDonald's and Wells Fargo Bank (formerly 
National Bank of Alaska) opened with the mall and remain there today. Elmo's Hair Design has been replaced by Shear 
Magic Styling Salon. It kind of looks like the good ol’ days are coming back to The Plaza. 


Here more info your Editor learned: 


+ Ketchikan Plaza is an enclosed mall with 297,500 sq. feet Gross Leasable Area (GLA), located at 
2417 Tongass Avenue. It was resold in 2013. Back in the 1980s The Plaza included a bar, possibly 
the Shamrock or Sourdough? 

The Bon Marche store was a city center landmark since 1913 moved to The Plaza mall back in 1990 
and then closed its doors for good in December 2001. 

Togs’n'Toys relocated inside B.C. 

The Ben Franklin closed its doors November 1, 2003. 

1.G. “Gus” Pruell founded Pruell’s Jewelry & Gifts in 1913, and the business was sold in 1960 to Tom 
Sawyer and renamed Pruell Tom Sawyer Gift Shop. Pruell’s Tom Sawyer’s no longer has the store but 
it continues to run an online gift ordering business and maintain a presence on social media. There 
is a host of complaints for fraud on an Alaska Consumer Complaints site. 

Nancy's Ketchikan Jewelers opened in 1965 and later was sold and renamed Julie’s Fine Jewelry & 
Gifts. When it was still Nancy's, it was also somewhat a souvenir coin shop too. 





Hudson Bay Wooden Money 
shared by Eric Jensen, CAWMC Member #499 


THE NUMISMATIST APRIL, 1921- The Hudson Bay Company and Its Currency By M. Sorensen 


(note: there’s no active copyright) 


For a brief period the Hudson Bay Company had a competitor in the Northwest Fur Company, but this was soon routed by 
the older and stronger company, and the Hudson Bay Company was virtually the ruler of what was called the “Great Lone 
Country” — all of the present Canada, excepting the old eastern provinces. The factors sat like governors at their factories. 
Their words were law. But it must be said that they, as a rule, were fair in their dealings with the trappers and Indian 
nhunters. Everything was barter, and no money was used in buying and selling. The unit of value was not a dollar or other 
piece of money, but a “skin”, worth about 50 cents. Later metal tokens were employed, both by the Hudson Bay Company 
and the Northwest Fur Company. These tokens represented the value of a “skin” and its divisions in halves, quarters and 
eighths. By “skin” was meant beaver, and the tokens were also “beaver.” In certain places the former company used 
wooden tokens, also termed “beavers” and its divisions. . 


The wooden tokens are very rare, an are probably an emergency issue. They are 
nothing more than a small stick of hard wood, marked with a branding iron H.B. 
together, and 1-B. A hole permitted them to be struck on a deer-skin thong. The 
illustration shown here was drawn from memory of one | saw several years ago in | 
Pelly, Canada. 


The Currency Of The Hudson’s Bay Company: eiNgaeey Bay (Ce: Wooden) coken 


In a recent issue of The Borderland Collector, Joseph Ward tells in a very interesting manner of the wooden money issued 
by the Hudson Bay Company, which passes for legal currency in Canada’s vast northern wastes where that company has 
many posts. 





The substance of the article is as 

follows: “It is a coinage consisting of 

wooden pieces known as “castors,” 
= which are stamped from a die. These 

are accepted everywhere in that 

region as cash, and exchangeable for 

all sorts of supplies that are needed

payment this wooden money. With this they can purchase at 

any time whatever supplies they need at the company’s store.”

In Memory Of Kenny by Judy k M Blackman, FONA 


Kenneth “Kenny” George Koch passed away peacefully in residence (The Village of University Gates 
LTC) on Sunday, March 6th, 2016, in his 67th year. Born in Stratford (Ontario) on Tuesday, April 12th, 
1949, Ken was the only child of the late George and Kathleen Koch. Ken was raised in the Stratford 
area, and as a teen lost his father to a heart attack. Ken lived with his Mother (in downtown Stratford) 
until they moved (in 1990) to Kitchener for Ken’s career change (Western Publishing, Cambridge— 
producing the little Go/dBooks). Ken figured Kitchener was the mid-way point between Stratford and 
Cambridge. After living with his Mother for nearly 50 years, Ken was disheartened when she had to 
moved to a long-term care facility. 


Early in the 1960s, Kenny was looking after a rabbit for a couple who were holidaying in Grand Bend 
(Lake Huron area). When they returned, feeling the rabbit was in a better home than they could 
manage, they gifted the rabbit to Ken. Hence, ‘Bugs the Bunny’ became part of the Koch family. Ken 
built a beautiful cage outside (in ‘rabbit standards’). It had a shingled roof and a light. In the winter 
Bugs was relocated to a nice home inside Ken’s back winter cellar. Bugs was a white and black 
patched domestic Netherlands rabbit with a bushy tail, and he had a friendly disposition. Ken was very 
sad when Bugs passed, and the family held a burial service for him. Kenny dug down two feet deep in 
his backyard, lowered Bugs (wrapped inside a metal box), and then put concrete on top of that, then 
the earth and fresh sod next. Later Ken said, “If the new house owners ever dig deep enough in their 
backyard, they are going to find a heck of a surprise when they hit the concrete!” 


Ken's Mother decided he should join the Stratford & District Horticultural Society (SHS - hosts of the 
renown Spring Stratford Garden Festival in support of the Lung Association) and she paid the dues 
which back in the early 1970s was only $2 a year. Kenny started out growing vegetables and then 
"flowers too (mostly annual over perennials - favorite Zinnias Elegans in multi colours to attract 
~ | Hummingbirds and Monarch / Milkweed Butterflies), and he became acquainted with several little 
garden critters. Ken’s family home sat on a large lot (188x140ft) providing plenty of space for him to 
exercise his horticultural skills. When Ken moved out of Stratford, the SHS annual membership fees 
had reached $10 that year (today, 2016, fees are $15/yr). Upon moving to Kitchener, Ken had 
gardens at his residence (Southwood by Bleams Road, across from Steckley Woods). Later when he 
moved to an apartment, he utilized the community plots at the Williamsburg Cemetery in the back 
acreage. 


For vegetables, Ken liked to grow carrots, beets, onions and several varieties of heirloom tomatoes 

(his favourite crops - yellow for the acid, brandy wine, cherry ‘mouth candy’) - no genetically modified 

foods. He traded his surplus crops for others grown by the many community gardeners. Ken’s good 

friend (Glenn Marshall) explained to Ken, “you don't find good Jamaican Callaloo in Canada, ya know, 
so you settle for water spinach.” Glenn grew massive crops of Callaloo (Amaranth / Taro), he could never have too much, as 
he liked to share it with his friends, and Ken enjoyed his fair share. Callaloo is a leaf vegetable popular in the West Indies. 
His SHS membership lead Ken to become knowledgeable in canning fruit and vegetables, and making wine too. 


Ken’s recent career before retirement including working for the National Trust and Western Publishing, and he was very 
active in the community before his medical challenges took away his mobility (complications of diabetes). He was also a 
devoted member of St. Columba Anglican Church (Waterloo—for which he was Treasurer for a several years) where he lived 
for an interim period between leaving the hospital and waiting on the construction to be completed at the new VUG LTC 
(Waterloo). 


Kenny's interest in stamps peaked in 1958 from stamps his Mom gave him. As Ken lost his eye in 1959 in a snowball 
accident, learning to strengthen his other eye got him more interested in examining stamps, and by 1960 he was full-swing 
as a philatelist. Ken was Treasurer of the Boy Scouts of Canada - Stratford Area 1971-1972, and later was proud to 
witness the Scouts On Stamp Society International (formed in 1997) release the Canadian Boy Scout & Girl Guide’s 
Philatelic Catalog by Tony Manson. The Stratford Stamp Club was created in 1969 with Ken as one of the founding 
members. When | interviewed Ken in 2010, he held a Honorary Lifetime Membership having served the club as President 
1975-1977 and 1985-1989. Ken’s favourite stamp was the 1928 Scroll Issue (with Canada in a scroll across the top) which 
is the first ‘bilingual’ Bluenose fifty cent stamp. Today these sell $50 for ‘COPIES’, and REAL issued ‘USED’ $30-$300 
depending on grade. 
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In 2004, Ken went to visit his Aunt in Dunkirk (New York, USA), and during his stay he 
added two sheets of twenty stamps (total 40) USA 37 cent stamps (legal postage) with his 
portrait on them, which he then mailed some of them back to himself in Canada. | am 
proud to say | have one of these stamps in my collection. With Ken's guidance, | had 80 
Canadian stamps made with a picture of me standing behind my Mother with my hands on 
her shoulders, and | used them to send out Christmas cards one year. Ken suggested 6 
years ago that some local clubs have these made to celebrate 50" Anniversaries (such as 
WCS in 2012) and mail cards to their members with these stamps on them.

Ken’s Dad collected circulated nickels, and introduced Ken to numismatics by giving his son pennies with a few nickels 
tossed in. Ken claimed to be from a family of hoarders who liked to toss money into jars all over the place. At some point 
during this ‘hoarding’, members of his family deposited a 1913 Canadian $5 gold coin, US $2-1/2 gold coin, and several low 
mintage silver dollars. 


Ken accompanied his Mother to coin auctions, and remembers one in 1977 fondly (held at the Westbury Hotel Toronto). 
There he seen a 1911 Canadian Silver Dollar guarded by two gentlemen armed with guns, and witnessed this coin sell for 
$110,000. There was also a 1921 Canadian Silver Fifty Cents go for about $24,000 and an EF-40 1921 Five Cents fetch 
$11,500; whereas, a 1948 AU-50 Dollar only sold for $1,750 (the coin he hoped to ‘one day’ purchase, a dream not realized 
in his lifetime). In 2010 Ken told me, “I hope to win the $21 million lottery held October 30%, so | can purchase all the coins 
that people no longer want to hang onto.” Of course he realized there would be no 

room where he resides, so he’s have to buy a house too! Ken collected old 1960s 

Westbury Hotel postcards posted by guests (part of his stamp collection - but you 

could say Ken as a postcard collector too). 


Ken joined the Stratford Coin Club in 1964 riding with Ken Wilmot and about 4-5 other 
SCC members, in a car-pool to the Waterloo Coin Society meetings. Later Bruce 
Raszmann and Ken would team up to travel to club meetings and shows together, 
always with Ken as navigator ensuring the shortest but scenic route down country 


roads and lanes running along winding rivers or circling shimmering lakes. Bruce and 
Ken became ‘best buddies’ in 1980 when Ken joined the ONA (with Ken Wilmot’s 
encouragement) and the two discovered they both had long histories working as ” 
Treasurers, and both belonging to the WCS. My husband and | often met Ken and 
Bruce at Bruce’s to car-pool to weekend coin shows, and sometimes to Stratford 
meetings. 


Ken was a very serious Philatelist (stamp collector) and Numismatist (coin collector among other items). Ken maintained 
long-term memberships in many groups and organizations, but in recent years, they were narrowed to include: 

Ontario Numismatic Association (for which Ken looked after their membership mailing list and produced the labels for 

many years); 

Stratford Coin Club, South-Wellington Coin Society, and the Waterloo Coin Society; 

Kitchener-Waterloo Stamp Club, Stratford Stamp Club, Cambridge Stamp Club (for which 

Ken was Treasurer for over 17 years), Grand River Valley Philatelic Association (for which he 

was Treasurer for more than 25 years, and which was founded in 1969 with 16 charter 

members clubs and 600 members); and 

the Canadian Wooden Money Collectors Association (for which he issued many of his own 

woods, and made several donations), and the Canadian Tire Coupon Collectors Association 

(which Ken recommended folks buy the catalog to understand the value and varieties). | had 

the opportunity to be of service to Ken in 2014 to catalog his large CTC collection for him, 

and help him sell it along with some other collections. 


Ken also helped with the ‘Out of the Cold Program’ at St. Louis Roman Catholic Church (Waterloo) 

and was a very caring and pleasant person. His support included sleeping at the church on Sunday nights during the winter, 
to help care for the guests. He would also be seen supporting other church initiatives such as the Annual Christmas Bazaar 
to raise funds for a charitable initiative. 


Heartfelt appreciation is extended for the loving care provided by the staff at VUG LTC where Ken share his unique humour 
and love of stamps, coins and gardening (having already started a variety of tomato seedlings). Cremation has taken 
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place, and a Celebration of Ken’s Life was held at St. Columba Anglican Church on Tuesday, 
March 15th, at 11 a.m. with Rev. Julia Gill officiating.

~, 1973 to celebrate the town’s Centennial. Watford was 

“first settled in 1851 at what was known as Brown’s 

z Corners, a stagecoach shop between the village of 

Warwick and Brooke Township. The Great Western 

Railway was built in 1856 and caused the settlement 

to be relocated near the tracks, in its present location. 

It was incorporated as the village of Watford in 1873. Watford was either named for Watford in 
England, or by Colonel Brown for his home in Watford, Ireland. 


There was a great fire in the 1880s on November 5 that destroyed much of the town during a 
Guy Fawkes Night celebration. 


In 1972 Watford Roof Truss started manufacturing wood trusses for delivery in the Southwest- 
ern Ontario and Southern Michigan markets. Watford Roof Truss is still a major employer in the 
town. In 2009 they made a deal with Toronto that this small town would get a couple of million 
dollars every year for holding their garbage.

In 1947 in Springfield Massachusetts, the Springfield Coin Club celebrated its 35th 
Anniversary (1912-1947) by issuing a set of commemorative woods: one wooden nickel 
(black) redeemable by the club treasurer for 5 cents, two wooden nickels (green) redeemable 
for 10 cents, and five wooden nickels (red) redeemable for 25 cents. For their 50th 
Anniversary in 1962, the club issued this medal. The Massachusetts coin club list, no longer 
lists the Springfield Coin Club. The club is not the ‘West Springfield Coin Club’, which only 
celebrated 50 years in 2014 (i.e. founded in 1964) — possibly it replaced the former club.

This 1945 set of five 2 inch round wooden tokens was issued to commemorate the 
150* Anniversary (Sesqui-centennial) of the 1795 Greenville Treaty. This treaty ended 
the Northwest Indian War, in which the Western Confederacy (an Indian coalition) 
traded large parts of Ohio and the future sites of Chicago and Fort Detroit for $20,000 
in trade goods. General Mad Anthony Wayne represented the U.S. Government. The 
wooden tokens were circulated in Greenville (Ohio) and Dare County as legal tender. 
Today, this set is considered an important souvenir of Indian Treaty Memorabilia, and 
when they do pop up, they generally sell for $40-60 USD. The first issue is a dark 
green, second is black, third is red, fourth is pink, and the fifth is blue. 


DO YOU HAVE YOUR WOODEN NICKELS? 


Did you know Greenville was Annie Oakley's hometown? Annie gained fame traveling 
the country as the sharpshooting star attraction of Buffalo Bill's Wild West Show during 
the late 1800s and early 1900s. 
Born Phoebe Ann Mosey at North Star in 
Darke County (Ohio) in 1860, she 
experienced extreme poverty as a child, 
especially after her father died in 1866. 


She used her father's old rifle to hunt local 
game to feed her family and sell meat to 
help pay off the mortgage on the family 
farm. 


In 1875, Annie won a shooting contest in 
Cincinnati, meeting marksman Frank Butler 
in the process. The couple eventually 
married and Butler, recognizing his wife’s 
superior shooting skill, became her 
manager and assistant as she took the 
stage name Annie Oakley.
